His excellency, Governor Barstow, called, and stated that, as 
secretary of state, it was made his duty to place in the hands of 
attorney general the canal mortgages for collection and superin- 
tend same. The attorney general stated that it would be great 
trouble and expense to look up the records, and that he could not 
afford to do it without compensation. He, Mr. B., replied that it 
was his duty to superintend the collection and to provide for the 
expense. He supposed if money had to be advanced it would be 
refunded from some source, and that so far as money was paid in 
on the mortgages, he, the attorney general, could use it in defray- 
ing the necessary expenses. He, Mr. D., also instructed Mr. Coon 
to commence suits on all the unpaid mortgages. Mr. Coon stated 
thatif he was to proceed to examine the necessary records and 
bear the expenses without provision for the same, he might as well 
resign. He, Mr. B., thought that it was an extra duty imposed 
upon the attorney general, whieh he was not required to perform 
without provision for the necessary expenses attending it. This 
was the substance of what passed at the time. 

Mr. Coon, sworn: The directions given me were in substance 
as stated by Mr. Barstow. At that time I was engaged the most 
of the time with the other State affairs in the sale of school lands. 
My time and attention during the year 1851 were necessarily oc- 
cupied by the ordinary duties of my office. I directed Mr. Mari- 
ner to go to the various offices and examine those records. I di- 
rected him to make a thorough examination, and get all the subse- 
quent incumbrances, and I would pay him. Mr. Mariner did do 
it, and the following suits were commenced :

The charge of Mr. Mariner ior the work I Conner a reasona- 
ble one. 


Ephraim Mariner, sworn: I rendered the services as charged in 
my account vs. Mr. Coon, at his request, and the charges there- 
fore are just and reasonable, and have been paid by Mr. Coon. I 
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was actually employed in this labor 25 or 30 days. My expenses 
for minutes from an abstract were some 10 or 12 dollars. I did 
not work consecutively ; I was practicing law at the time, and 
worked on it as steadily as I could. I did not keep any memor- 
andum of the time I worked—I made my charge for the amount 
of services rendered. Without access to an abstract, it would have 
taken & very muchlonger time, and I should not then have been 
perfectly certain of the title. Mr. Coon gave me a list of the titles 
for which he wanted searches made. 


Mr Coon also presents receipts dated January 30th, 1854, of the 
state treasurer, for $360, to apply upon the foregoing list of mort- 
gages. 

Also receipt of state treasurer, dated March 14th, 1854, for 
$817 50, on account of canal mortgage.

Horace T. Sanders, sworn: Looked at the account of Mr. Mar- 
iner, and the minutes of search attending the same. Assuming 
that the services had been performed, and the lands had passed 
through the number of hands as appears by the minutes of search, 
the charges are not as high as I should have made. 


Arthur McArthur, sworn: Has examined the account in con- 
nection with the minutes of search accompanying the account of 
Mr. Mariner. Is an attorney at law and solicitor in chancery. 
I think the charges for the services purported to have been ren- 
dered are reasonable, and less than I should have charged for the 
same services. 


Isaac Woodle, sworn: Has examined the account. My esti- 
mate of the value of the search is based upon the account. It is 
my opinion that the charges are lower than is usually charged for 
similar services. The searches could not have been obtained, where 


I have been in the habit of obtaining searches from abstracts, for 
the same money. | 
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Mr. Coon re-called. Presents two lists of foreclosure suits com- 
menced by me as attorney general. At the time my office expired, 
and Mr. Estabrook’s commenced, I proposed to deliver the mort- 
gages over to him, He said I might as well go on with them ; 
and an understanding was had between us to the effect that I should 
attend to the suits, and receive as my remuneration for the services 
rendered, the taxable costs on the same. I have no knowledge of 
his having done anything in the matter of the suits since that 
time.

Dear SIR :—In compliance with your request on behalf of the 
committee, to whom has been referred the subject of canal land 
mortgages, I submit, through you, to the committee, the following 
statement : 


Of the 24 canal land mortgages, mentioned in the report of ex- 
secretary Robinson, as having been transmitted to the attorney 
general, and not accounted for, I recognize several, upon lands in 
Jefferson county, that did not go, directly, into the hands of the 
attorney general, but were paid to the treasurer, and such pay- 
ments regularly reported to the governor, and without doubt taken 
into the account in settlement with that officer at the proper time. 

Ihave personal knowledge of the following list of mortgages, 
mentioned in the secretary's report, as unaccounted for by the 
attorney general: 


M. L. Bartlett, (called Burdick in report) - $40 00 
Benjamin A. Morey, - - - 188 00 
John Hustis,  - - - - 194 84 
Dudley Little, - - - - ‘257 02 
Wooster Harrison, - - - 160 00 
L. J. Barber, - - - - 140 00 
Chester Bushnell, Ca in report,) - 144 40 
Robert Masters, - - - 300 00 


lean not say positively how many of these mortgages passed 
through my hands. The secretary of state, who left them with 
me, took my receipt. I kept no copy, and can only state from re- 
collection which ones I had. ) 

I received them under the following circumstances: The no- 
tice of March 24, 1851, alluded to in the report of the secretary, . 
contained this clause: 
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“Such of said mortgages as may remain unsatisfied on the first 
day of July next, will immediately thereafter, as may be thought 
for the best interest of the state, be either sold or placed in the 
hands of the attorney general for collection.” 


Several persons, interested in the lands mortgaged in our coun- 

ty, advised with me as to what they should do to protect their in- 
terest. Some placed money in my hands to pay to the treasurer. 
If Iam not mistaken, I was at the treasurer's office about the Ist 
of July, 1851, for the purpose of paying over money then in my 
hands. 
. [remember meeting at the door of the treasurer or secretary's 
office a gentleman whom I had advised to buy the M. L. Bartlett 
mortgage. He had the mortgage in his hans, on which he had 
just obtained an assignment, under a law authorizing such assign- 
ments. Icannot now state the time of that occurrence, but I think 
it must have been at that time. 

I find on page 33 of appendix to senate journal for 1852, the fol- 
lowing entry: ; 

July tst—M. F. Bartlett on canal mortgage, - $48 64 


I have no doubt the F. is a misprint, and that this entry accounts 
for that mortgage. I paid on the same day (see same page) for 
Robert Masters on his m.r:gage, $821 32; for John E. Shottuck in 
full fox L. I. Barber's mortgage, $170 70. 

A sale of school landa was to take place in Jefferson county, Ju- 
ly 5th or 7th of that year, and I requested secretary Barstow to 
bring the mortgages with him, so that some parties at our place 
could pay them. He brought all the mortgages on lands in our 
county. 


July 7, 1851, there was paid at Jefferson, as follows:

Dec. 30, I forwarded to the treasrer, for Alonzo Wing on 


Dudley Little’s mortgage, . 170 82 
And for J. W. and J. Seidler, palanca of osse Master's 
mortgage, which has been discharged, ‘ . T8 OT 


There remains now in my hands the Dudley Little mortgage, on 
which there is due balance of principal, $86 70. This is nowin 
progress of foreclosure.
